SUBJECT: ANGOLA: AFRICAN APPEAL FOR SUPPORT FROM US AND CHONA

1 . IN READING NGUZA'S VERSION OF HIS CONVERSATION IN LUSAKA 

WITH PRESIDENT KAUNDA (KINSHASA REFTEL) I WAS STRUCK BY VARIANCE 
IN BOTH TONE AND SUBSTANCE FROM REPORTS OF CONVERSATION AS GIVEN 
ME SEPARATELY BY PRESIDENTIAL ADVISER CHONA AND FONMIN BANDA. 
MAJOR POINTS OF DIFFERENCE ARE THAT KAUNDA WAS NOT RPT NOT "VERY 
RESPONSIVE” AND DID NOT RPT NOT PROMISE TO SEND FONMIN BANDA TO 
"JOIN" NGUZA IN WASHINGTON. ON CONTRARY, ZAMBIANS HAD MADE VERY 
CLEAR TO US THEIR INTENTION THAT ZAMBIAN MISSION TO WASHINGTON 
REMAIN QUITE DISTINCT FROM THAT OF ZAIRE AND OTHER AFRICANS WHO 
MAY BE ASSOCIATED WITH IT. WE DO NOT KNOW IF LANGUAGE AND TRANS- 
LATION PROBLEMS WERE AT FAULT; WHETHER NGUZA CHOSE TO PUT MOST 
FAVORABLE INTERPRETATION ON WHAT HE HEARD - OR WANTED TO HEAR - 
FROM KAUNDA; OR WHETHER HE MISSED SOME OF SUBTLETIES IN KAUNDA 
PRESENTATION WHICH MAY HAVE BEEN DELIBERATELY PHRASED IN GENER- 
ALITIES TO AVOID GIVING NEEDLESS OFFENSE TO MOBUTU. 

2. JUST TO BE CERTAIN. I RAISED MATTER AGAIN DURING CONVERSATION 
JANUARY 27 WITH CHONA ON ANOTHER MATTER. SAID I WISHED CLARIFY A 
POINT REGARDING TWO REPORTS I RECEIVED FROM HIM AND FROM 
BANDA ON JOINT AFRICAN APPROACH IN WASHINGTON IN LIGHT OF IMPRES- 
SIONS GAINED FROM EMBASSY KINSHASA REPORTING. WAS FONMIN BANDA 
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REACHED HERE IN LUSAKA? CHONA LOOKED VERY PUZZLED AND SAID 
QUITE DEFINITELY THAT WAS NOT RPT NOT THE UNDERSTANDING; IN 
FACT, FONMIN BANDA WOULD NOT RPT NOT BE TRAVELLING. ASKED IF 
BANDA WOULD BE GOING TO US IF NECESSARY, CHONA REPLIED: "YES, 

YOU MIGHT SAY "IF NECESSARY."' 

3. 1 THEN TOOK LIBERTY OF SAYING I UNDERSTOOD THAT NGUZA MIGHT BE 
CARRYING LETTER FROM MOBUTU TO PRESIDENT FORD BUT ADDED I HAD NO 
IDEA WHAT SORT OF SCHEDULE PLANNED FOR NGUZA IN WASHINGTON. CHONA 
SEEMED INTERESTED BUT OFFERED NO COMMENT OR SUGGESTION RE HIS 
OWN SCHEDULE IN WASHINGTON. COMMENT: ASSUME DEPARTMENT PLANS 
COORDINATE TO SOME DEGREE TIMING OF NGUZA AND CHONA VISITS, 
INCLUDING POSSIBLE CALLS ON CONGRESS, TO AVOID CONFLICTS AND 
UNNECESSARY DUPLICATION. END COMMENT. 

4. CHONA GAVE HIS ITINERARY AS FOLLOWS: 

DEPART LUSAKA JANUARY 28 FOR LONDON TO LEAVE HIS SICK WIFE THERE 
FOR TREATMENT; 

PARIS JANUARY 30; 

BONN FEBRUARY 1 ; 

NEW YORK FEBRUARY 3-4; 

WASHINGTON FEBRUARY 5-7; 

OTTAWA FEBRUARY 8. 

5. WHEN I ASKED CHONA IF HE WISHED SHARE WITH US PURPOSE OF HIS 
VISITS TO FRANCE AND WEST GERMANY, HE SAID HE HAD HEARD THESE TWO 
COUNTRIES WERE INVOLVED IN ANGOLA AND WANTED TO LEARN DIRECTLY 
TO WHAT EXTENT. CHONA ADDED HALF- JOKINGLY THAT HE MIGHT BE 
GATHERING EVIDENCE FOR LEE KUAN YEW'S THESIS ABOUT UNRELI- 
ABILITY OF THE WEST (LUSAKA 01 19). 
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
